You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Holderness  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of 
March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

Polls  will  close  at  6  P.  M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind 
any  action  taken  whereunder  the  position  of  road  agent 
was  made  an  elective  office  and  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  appoint  a  town  road  agent. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind 
any  action  taken  whereunder  the  Australian  ballot 
system  was  adopted  for  the  election  of  town  officers 
and  adopt  in  place  thereof  a  non-partisan  ballot  sys- 
tem. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
this  ordinance:  No  person,  corporation  or  association 
shall  engage  in  or  permit  the  construction  of  a  privy, 
septic  tank,  cesspool,  dry  well,  drain  bed  or  drain  field 
at  anj'-  new  construction,  or  enlarge  or  replace  any 
existing  sewage  system  Avithout  first  submitting  plans 
cf  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of 
Holderness. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  within 
a  reasonable  time  after  the  presentation  of  the  plans 
as  aforesaid  to  make  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
same  according  to  the  recommendations  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 


This  regulation  shall  apply  in  all  cases  where  the 
premises  affected  constitute  an  establishment  which 
provides  for  the  accommodation  of  one  or  more  per- 
sons, and  which  provides  its  own  means  of  water  and 
sewage  disposal.  This  ordinance  only  applies  to  areas 
within  one-half  mile  of  the  Squam  Lakes. 

Any  violation  of  these  regulations  shall  be  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine.  Not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars.   ($25.00) 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Fire  Department  to  have  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
Bridge  School  land  and  buildings. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $450  for  the  Sceva  Speare  Me- 
morial Hospital. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $150  for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  for  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  for  the  Lakes  Region 
Association. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make 
any  alterations  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the 
support  of  the  town,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee  in  its  report,  to  raise  and  appropriate  all 
sums  so  determined,  and  to  pass  any  other  vote  relat- 
ing thereto. 


Article  12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  carried 
on  in  your  town  by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health, 
Bureau  Public  Health  Nursing,  for  the  year  of  1954. 

A  series  of  three  immunization  and  vaccination  clin- 
ics were  held  at  the  new  Holderness  Grade  School  on 
March  19,  April  16  and  May  14,  1954. 

A  total  of  105  children  attended  these  three  clinics. 
Infants  18,  Preschool  55,  School  children  32. 

Total  number  of  immunizations  completed  for 
diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough,  either  series 
of  three  or  a  booster,  54. 

Infants  8,  preschool  25,  school  age  26. 

Total  number  of  children  vaccinated  for  smallpox 
28. 

Preschool  25,  school  children  3. 

The  nurse  was  assisted  at  these  clinics  by  Dr. 
S.  Feiner  of  Ashland,  the  school  personnel,  School 
Nurse  and  the  Holderness  P.-T.  A.  My  sincere  thanks 
for  the  use  of  the  School  Building  and  all  assistance 
given  to  make  this  service  available  to  the  children  of 
the  community. 

Home  calls  have  been  made  by  the  nurse,  during 
the  year,  to  mothers,  babies  and  preschool  children. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  children  to  attend 
the  Cripple  Children's  Clinic  at  Laconia.  Assistance 
has  been  given  in  arranging  for  correction  of  defects 
of  preschool  children  to  help  make  them  healthier  and 
happier  citizens.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual 
examination  and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of 
Holderness  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1954, 
which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Town. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Fire  De- 
partment and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets — 

December  31,  1953— December  31,  1954:

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31, 
1953  and  December  31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibit 
A.  As  indicated  therein  the  Surplus  increased  bv  $70.27 
in  1954.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations 
and  Expenditures — Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues: 

(Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  December  31,  1954,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary 
(Exhibit  D),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$5,888.38,  less  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $3,676.00,  re- 
sulted in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $2,212.38. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and   Expenditures: 

(Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1954,  made  up  in  ac- 
cordance v^ith  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts, 
is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  bal- 
ance as  of  December  31,  1954,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit 
F. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement 
of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  pos- 
sible and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified. 
Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  recon- 
ciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected 
taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  tax- 
payers as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.

In  order  to  balance  the  Road  Agent's  Account  for 
the  fiscal  year  the  following  procedure  should  be  fol- 
lowed : 

(1)  A  town  order  and  check  in  the  amount  of 
$65.78  should  be  issued  to  the  Road  Agent. 

(2)  Road  Agent  should  pay  unpaid  1954  payroll 
items  and  amount  due  Director  of  Internal  Revenue, 
amounting  to  $56.50. 

(3)  Road  Agent's  Account  should  have  a  Cash 
Balance  of  $15.37,  after  transactions  indicated  in  (1) 
and  (2)  have  been  completed. 

All  money  received  on  account  of  private  work 
done  by  the  Road  Agent  should  be  remitted  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  town  order  and  check  be 
issued  to  each  individual  whose  name  appears  on  the 
Road  Agent's  payrolls.  This  procedure  would  replace 
the  present  system  of  issuing  town  orders  and  checks 
to  the  Road  Agent  for  the  total  amount  of  payrolls 
which  necessitates  the  maintenance  of  a  separate  bank 
account  by  this  official  and  the  issuance  of  payroll 
checks.

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town 
of  Holderness  for  their  assistance  during  the  course 
of  the  audit.
